dollars. Five ounce gloves were used. 
This was looked upon as a test of McAu- 
liffe’s ability, his friends claiming a won­ 
derful im provem ent in his condition and 
science, and expressing the hope of his get­ 
ting a return m atch with Petei Jackson, by 
whom 
he 
was 
defeated, 
should 
he 
prove 
the 
victor 
in 
to-night's battle. 
McAulifle is six feet three and one-half 
inches in height, and weighed two hundred 
and three pounds, and was in the finest of 
condition. 
Killen is six feet and half an inch in 
hight. and weighs 195 pounds. 
H e looked 
equally well. 
Betting on the result was about even. 
The principals could not agree upon a 
referee, and decided to toss for choice, in 
which Killen won, and selected Mike Lucie. 
At 9:25 the men entered the ring. Mc- 
Auliffe’s seconds were Paddy Ryan and 
Con Riordan. 
Killen was looked after by 
Dave Campbell and Professor Anderson. 
This relieved the anxiety that was caused 
by the reports of K illen’s rearrest for vio­ 
lating the ordinance which prohibits spar­ 
ring exhibitions in places where liquor is 
sold, on which charge he was until to-day 
under bonds, when his bondsmen w ith­ 
drew.

In villages among the mountains of V ir­ 
ginia and Pennsylvania, where habits of 
life and thought have remained almost un­ 
altered for two centuries, an odd custom 
still prevails which may be new to our 
readers. 
Prescriptions for 
the cure of 
different ailments— weak eyes, scrofula, 
consumption, cancer and hydrophobia— 
have been handed down in the same fam­ 
ily from one generation to another. 
These prescriptions are never known to 
more thin one person at a time, and it be­ 
comes his duty to make the remedy and 
give it away. 
According to popular su­ 
perstition, if he imparts the secret, or takes 
money or any recompense for the medicine, 
its virtue is gone. 
Many of these lotions 
and cordials possess undoubted efficacv, 
having been originally distilled from sim­ 
ples and earths by men who were forced to 
go to nature for cure, and who came to un­ 
derstand some of her resources better than 
we do. 
A similar superstition exists among the 
Hungarian peasants, with regard to the 
amulets which they wear to protect them 
from lightning, poison, or sudden death. 
The amulet must be given ; as soon as it is 
sold it becomes worthless. 
The same idea formed the basis of the 
custom among the ancient Irish of baking 
a cake at every meal for the possible guest 
who might chance to come in. 
When the 
meal was finished, too, a few crumbs were 
thrown out of doors and on the hearth for 
any invisible creature, whether good or 
evil spirit, who might be hungry. 
These superstitions seem ridiculous to 
our shrewd modern sense; but the truth 
underlying them is as old as humanity 
and will live as long. 
It is, simply, that 
we owe a part of our talents, our wealth, 
our strength, in short, of every good thing 
God has given us, to our brother, and that 
as soon as we begin to barter it for our own 
advantage, the virtue goes out of it. 
_ The selfish child or man, no matter how 
rich he may be in genius, knowledge or 
money, will find life grow poorer and 
barer every year.

SAD ACCIDENT. 


A Son o f E ugene K elly, th e M illionaire 
R an k er. K illed . 


N e w 
Y o r k , September 11th. — Joseph 
Kelly, the third son of Eugene Kellv, the 
m illionaire banker, with his lather and 
Allie Byron, a iriend, were on their wav to 
their sum m er home in South Orange. The 
young m an wss seated in one of the pas­ 
senger coaches near his father. Just as the 
train was passing over Hackensack bridge, 
Joseph and his friend started to go into the 
smoking car. A storm was raging at the 
time, and as the young man was crossing 
the platform between the two cars a gust ot 
wind blew off his hat. 
H e made an at­ 
tem pt to catch it, and at the same moment 
another gust of wind lifted him off his feet. 
This, coupled with the movement of the 
train, threw him front the platform across 
the eastbound track. 
His head struck on 
the side of the track, crashing in his skull 
and causing instantaneous death. 
The venerable father of the bov was 
among the passengers who inquired why 
the train had stopped. 
H is unspoken grief 
when he saw the lifeless body of his son 
carried into the baggage car was pitiable. 
He fondled and caressed the corpse and 
called the boy by endearing names. The 
body was taken on the train to South 
Orange and the stricken father remained 
with it in the railroad station while a mes­ 
senger went to Seton H all College to break 
the sad intelligence to Mrs. Kelly, the 
young m an’s mother, who is an invalid. 
Joseph Kelly was about twenty-five years 
of age. 
He assisted his father in business. 
He was a graduate of Seton H all College. 
H e was a popular youDg man about town 
and was noted for his fine collection of dogs 
and horses. 
A few years ago the second son of the 
venerable banker lost his life by an acci­ 
dent. H e was swimming in Mexico, where 
he had gone on a visit, when he was seized 
with cramps and drowned. 
Four of Mr. 
Kelly’s sons 
survive—Eugene, Edward, 
Thomas and Robert. 


CANADIAN C O M PETITIO N . 


R e p resen tativ e M orse T h in k s it is O u t­ 
rag eo u s an d Should B e R em ed ied . 
B oston, September 11th.—The Senate 
Committee on Relations with Canada be­ 
gan its pubiic hearings in this city to-day. 
Representative Morse, of Canton, said he 
did not think it profitable for the United 
States and Canada to retain arm y and 
revenue officers on each side of a line 
30.000 miles long. If Canada would con­ 
form its protective tariff to ours and con­ 
sent to a just adjustm ent of the fishery 
difficulty, he would favor a reciprocity 
treaty. In regard to the interstate com­ 
merce law, he considered it most unjust to 
the American railroads, driving, as it did, 
business away to a parallel line in Canada. 
The law should be repealed. It is an out­ 
rageous interference with private rights, he 
said. If not repealed something m ust be 
done to protect our railroads from Canadian 
competition. 
President Square and S. P. H ubbard of 
the Chamber of Commerce believed in 
annexation as the best solution of the 
problem. 
A. H ardy and B. F. Dutts, of 
Boston, were in favor of reciprocity, the 
latter saying that Canada had much to give 
in return, as ninety-nine per cent, of the 
fish brought to American ports by Am eri­ 
can vessels were stolen from within the 
three-m ile lim it and the American fisher­ 
man m ust have Canadian bait.

T he K nights o f L abor H an d led Severely 
by F a th e r Sentenne. 


M o n t r e a l (Quebec), September 11th.— 
Father Sentenne, of the Church of Notre 
Dame, has issued a pastoral denouncing 
the Knights of Labor and Labor Day. The 
latter, he said, is for the head of the church 
to condemn. 
Labor Day in its present 
shape is nothing more than a revival of 
paganism, and was sim ilar to the fetes or­ 
ganized during the French Revolution, 
when the Goddess of Liberty was supreme 
ruler and God and religion were banished. 
Catholics could not too strongly condemn 
such celebrations, devoid as they were of 
the religious aspect which should accom­ 
pany them . There was an invading spirit 
tending to m ark such events of a purely lay 
character, which should 
and 
m ust be 
stemmed ere it went too far. 
If they began 
by Arbor Day and then went to Labor Day, 
they would soon find that religion would 
be entirely banished from the gatherings of 
the people.

1 pon the best authority, it has 
been said, that the Commissioner lias not 
been removed, nor has his resignation been 
requested by the Tresident. The same au­ 
thority says that though it has been patent 
for some tim e that serious differences have 
arisen between Secretary Noble and Com­ 
missioner Tanner over "questions concern­ 
ing the adm inistration of the Tension 
Office, it was not in anywise affecting the 
Commissioner’s personal character in the 
sense of im putive or showing any corrup­ 
tion in his acts. This same authority con­ 
ceded that these matters related principally 
to reratings. The unanim ous opinion is 
that a change is im m inent. 
The Commissioner spent most of tbeafter- 
noon at the W hite House in consultation 
with the Tresident and Secretary Noble. 
The Secretary is reported to have said tbat 
the Tresident must decide which one of the 
two he will retain in his present position, 
the Commissioner or himself. But he will 
not talk of the m atter to newspaper people, 
and the Commissioner, at this lime, i» 
equally non-commuuicative since yester­ 
day.

DISPOSAL OF OUE SEWAGE. 


D r. Bauch, Secretary of the State Board 
o f H ealth of Illiiiois,was sent to Europe by 
th a t body to study the drainage and sew­ 
age systems. 
H e has returned and is to 
subm it an exhaustive report. 
From a 
brief interview with him in Chicago, some 
interesting facts were obtained. 
H e made 
a thorough exam ination of the drainage 
systems of all the great cities of Europe, 
and expresses the belief that he has fath­ 
om ed the whole subject, so far as observa­ 
tion is concerned. 
One of the surprises of 
Bis report will be the assertion that France 
is m uch behind G erm any and England in 
th e m atter of sewage disposal. 
Paris is a 
m ost cleanly city without, but w ithin it is 
vile. 
The sewerage system draws only the 
ra in fa ll; nine-tenths of the houses have 
cesspools beneath them. 
In spite of this, 
h e found the Seine as bad as the Chicago 
river, and that is saying a good deal. 
A 
m atter th at comes home to us is his com­ 
m en t concerning these cesspools: 
The Paris death rate is higher than it is in 
London, and I attribute it wholly to the cess­ 
pools under the houses. Two years ago there 
w as an ordinance against allowing any more of 
th e house sew age to reach thesewers. From an 
en g in eers staudjKiint, the Paris sewers are per­ 
fect. hut from a sanitary view they are the worst 
kind. They keep them beautifully clean, but it 
raists ;be death rate. I was taken ihrough 
them and found they not only carried ofl the 
w ater but were used for water-pipes, electric 
wires, compressed air, etc. 
Dr. Bauch believes, as we will some day 
be compelled to confess in California) 
w here the cesspool system so generally 
prevails, that a worse plan could not Vie 
adopted, since it is a successful scheme to 
poison the soil and make it give off nox­ 
ious vapors to breed disease. 
H e exam­ 
ined the sewage farm system that was so 
extensively discussed iu Sacramento a few 
yeais ago: 
The best farm I found was at Berlin, where 
17,ooo acres are in use. A great deal of stuff is 
grown, a species of wire grass being particu­ 
larly luxurious. It is fed to cows 
l drank 
some of their milk, and could discover nothing 
objectionable. They have here both broad irri 
Ration aud intermittent titration. The system 
is a success here, but they have the ground 
T he sewage is delivered to the farms by fire 
pum ping stations iu Berlin. It was a nuisance 
a t first, but not so objectionable now. I believe 
tb e cos: was 85.000,000 francs. 
In England the same systems aro a success at 
ilrim ineham and the London stations at Cross­ 
ness and Croydon. All attempts to use the 
sludge at these places, however, have been fail­ 
ures. The London .Metropolitan Board spent 
LIO.oiO iu an attempt to prepare the sludge for 
fertilizing. The farmers would not only not 
buy it, but they would not ncocpt it as a gratu- 
Hy. At Crossness the most interesting method 
of a-l - being used in au attempt to decompose 
th e sewage by electricity. 
So far as i could 
Observe it .t as successful, but I am not able to 
know positively until I see a result of the 
analysis oí the water that remains. At Corydon 
the work is done chemically. At the crossness 
works I observed that the Thsmes was just as 
foal as the Chicago river, and it seems to be 
the best they can do. The sludge is carried 
sixt v miles to the sea. 
Dr. Bauch said this question was attract­ 
ing wide attention in Europe. 
‘'No less 
th a n three hundred systems of sewage dis­ 
posal are patented. 
Many of these were 
suggested to me, but I did not interest my­ 
self in any but the electrical scheme. 
I 
th in k there may be something in that.” 
T h e sewage farm system, lie declares, will 
not do for Chicago for two reasons; she 
lia i not the land and cannot get it in a 
proper locality; secondly, the enormous 
cost to convey the sewage to a point where 
land can be had. 
T be economic reason 
operates precisely that way for Sacra­ 
m ento, and for th at reason m aim y the 
suggestion to try the system here was re­ 
jected by public opinion. 
But there is a 
tried system that would work well here, 
and though it is ro t referred to in the in­ 
terview with I)r. Bauch, it certainly will 
be treated by him in his report—the sys­ 
tem of cremation. 
It is possible for a city 
such as this to gather by sewers and by 
cartage, all its sewage at one point on the 
c ity 's borders, and treat it by beat, tbe 
best deodorizer and disinfectant known, 
unless the electrical experim ents referred 
to prove superior. The erection of furnaces 
is not a costly m atter and the fuel ques­ 
tio n is not one of difficulty, since half or 
m ore of the fuel is furnished by the sewage 
itself, the street sweepings, and the alley 
gatherings, to say nothing of the vegetable 
refuse of the households of the city. H alf 
o r more of the gases evolved iu the 
drying 
process 
are consumed 
in the 
furnaces, 
and such as 
pass oft do so 
through a lofty chimney into space where 
natu re resolves them into harmlessness. 
U nder the cremation system there is abso- 
eolute disposal of the sewage, and the of­ 
fensive m atter that under the cessjiool svs- 
teni we deposit in the earth to pollute the 
■oil, and charge it with noxious gases that 
i t gives off c nstantlv, creatine sickness 
an d defying the 0|>eratiou of disinfectants, 
» because the porous character of the boil 
readers the dissemination of the evil so 
b ro a i and rapid. 
W ith cremation of 
sewage in practice, we would lind, instead 
of the “sludge” that the European farmer 
jrejeets because of its oftensiveness, a clean, 
fertilizing aud wholly unoffensivc ash, that 
w ill be sought for. 
W ith a pnqier crema­ 
tion system, only street drainage water 
should go to one set of sewers, and as that 
drainage is harm less it m atters little what 
becomes o it. 
A distinct set of sewers 
should he used through which to float or 
to draw the refuse an 1 more solid matter. 
B ut with cartage and the present sewer 
system it would be possible for such a city 
as Sacramento to get along very well for a 
long time, aud we believe that it would be 


money economy, as we know it would be 
sanitary benefit. 
Fortunately for the cre­ 
mation system, it is the least expensive of 
a n y ; indeed, there are in several parts of 
the world companies which undertake to 
dispose of city sewage according to that 
system, their profit in part coming from 
the disposal of the ash, and the selection 
of the bone and other refuse m atter that 
comes to the crematory, and that is not 
offensive, but capable of conversion to 
profitable uses. 
T he subject is one that 
certainly deserves consideration by the peo­ 
ple of cities and towns such as this, situated 
upon level sites, with little natural fall to 
the land and inadequate natural conduits 
of discharge. 
W e have for a year or more 
given considerable thought to the crem a­ 
tion of sewage m atter, and believe it to 
be feasible for this city and others situated 
as it is.

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


T he S tate H oard o f H e alth Says it is B e t­ 
te r T h an E v er B efore. 
Dr. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State Board 
of H eal’h, in his report for the m onih of 
August, says: 
M ortality reports received from 100 local­ 
ities throughout the Stale, with an esti­ 
mated population of 830,415, give the num ­ 
ber of deaths as 809, which is a percentage 
of 0 97 per thousand in the month, or an 
annual m ortality of 11 04, which we be­ 
lieve to be the lowest death rate ever re­ 
corded in this State 
It indicates a degree 
of healthfulness throughout 
California 
which is mcst gratifying to the sanitarian, 
and gives evidence that the health organi­ 
zations lately instituted under the new law 
are doing efficient work. 
Reports received from 120 localities con­ 
tinue to indicate that in the m onth of Aug­ 
ust the m inim um of sickness which pre­ 
vailed during Juiy still continued. Ño 
epidemic is reported anywhere, and when 
we consider that this office has now estab­ 
lished communication with almost every 
portion of the State, and therefore in a posi­ 
tion to ascertain facts, this phenomenal ab­ 
sence of any prevailing disease within its 
borders is rem arkable. A report was re­ 
ceived that sm allpox was raging in Secorro, 
in Mexico, but upon investigation through 
our efficient Health Officer, Dr. J. P. Booth, 
at Needles, we learned that although the 
disease was there, as reported, it was un­ 
der control, and did not seriously menace 
our State. Dr. Booth may be ti usted to 
guard against its inroad w ithin his ju ris­ 
diction. 
Although the meteorological conditions 
were, from an increased tem perature above 
the norm al, most favorable to the develop 
nieot of intestinal derangements, we find 
that in fact that most frequent of all ac­ 
companiments to abnorm al heat among 
children, cholera infantum , was seldom 
mentioned in our reports. 
The instrum entality of Boards of Health 
in educating the public to the dangerous 
and contagious nature of diphtheria, and 
the necessity of strict isolation and com­ 
plete disinfection of all persons and things 
in contact with it, has done much to lim it 
its spread, and to their efficient action may 
we hope soon to be able to chronicle the 
event of its complete disappearance from 
our midst, as it is a disease as surely sus­ 
ceptible of perfect extirpation as smallpox, 
if as efficiently dealt "with. To do this 
prom ptly there should be a law to com­ 
pel a notification of its presence in every 
instance to the H ealth Officer, and the 
premises quarantined by a distinctive flag 
or printed notice. If we reflect that diph­ 
theria is more deadly than sm allpox and 
more destructive in its ultim ate resulta, it 
will be conceded that no measures can be 
too strong in guarding the public against 
its inroads. 
If I’ettenkofer’s theory be true, that the 
prevalence of typhoid fever is dependent 
in a great measure upon the bight of the 
ground water, we ought, owing to the dry­ 
ness of the season, to have had frequent 
m ention of it in our reports; whereas, in 
fact,it seems to prevail to quite a limited 
extent. 
As the organization of local Boards of 
H ealth and the appointm ent of Health. 
Officers is now being rapidly accomplished 
in obedience to the8tate law m aking such 
appointm ents compulsory, we would beg 
to rem ind all communities so favored that 
such organizations or appointm ents can 
offer no means of defense against the in ­ 
roads of disease w ithout the active co-oper­ 
ation of the citizens among whom they are 
placed. We know that the prosperity of a 
town depends much upon its healthfulness 
and the safety of life therein ; it therefore 
becomes most im portant that upon the 
first appearance of any infectious disease its 
presence should be made known to the 
officers of health, that all necessary pre­ 
cautions m av be taken to prevent iu the 
first instance its spread ; secondly, to dis­ 
cover, if possible, its cause; and, thirdly, 
to take measures to remove or destroy it. 
Typhoid fever, small-pox, scarlet fever, 
and kindred infectious diseases need never 
extend beyond their original point of de­ 
velopment if properly cared for under the 
instructions of an intelligent health officer. 
It therefore becomes the highest duty of a 
citizen to co-operate with the officers of 
health to save not only the com m unity 
from sickuess and theirfellow-citizens from 
death, but also to preserve the good name 
of their town for healthfulness and sanitary 
salubrity. “ There is no doubt.” says a ¡ate 
writer, “ that the people themselves are re­ 
sponsible for many of the diseases which 
effiict them , and when the art of preserv­ 
ing health shall have attained to the same 
perfection as the means that now exist for 
destroying it, we may expect a large reduc- 
tiou in sickness and a willingness to be 
governed by sanitary rules that are now 
looked upon by a large class of people as 
interfering with their personal liberty,”

Mr. Pat- 
tee s statem ent, which occupied an hour, 
illustrated tbe disastrous effect of booms 
upon railroad and other property. 
He said 
ttia: during the past six m onths both fines 
had been operated at a loss, which was con­ 
stantly increasit g. 
During that tim e the gross e a r r u D g s of 
the Central fell off *738 per mile, or 27 1 
per cent. The gross earnings of the South­ 
ern fell off $2.405 per mile, or 55 8 per cent . 
and the whole system $1,002 per mile, or 
45 3 per cent. 
Mr. Pattee gave a statem ent 
of operating the roads during the nast six 
months, wnich showed that both a r e losing 
heavily. 
Iu view of these facts he asked that tbe 
assessment on the Central be reduced to 
$1.267,000, or $0 540 per mile, and the 
Southern to $842,400. or $4 000 per mile, 
lie said that the travel and freight traffic of 
both lines has fallen off since the boom 
began to decline, and while there was hope 
ot its being revived, the effect was to over­ 
whelm business and depreciate the value 
of property.

N othingness.

It is rem arkable how often, perhaps un­ 
consciously, infidelity pays to C hristianity 
the tribute of im itation. 
For example, 
at the recent funeral of M r. Seaver in Bos­ 
ton, where Colonel Ingersoll delivered an 
j eloquent address, the floral devices in ­ 
eluded a torch w ith the inscription “Gone 
Before.” 
From the standpoint of infidel­ 
ity, may we ask, gone where? 
According 
to Colonel Ingersoll, the answer is, “gone 
’ nowhere.” 
H is philosophy ends at the 
I grave. 
It does not and can not offer any 
I hope or consolation beyond th at point. 
H e tells us th at life is only “a dream that 
lies between the shadowy shores of sleep 
and death.” 
Not all his boasted contempt 
lor fables aud miracles, not all his assumed 
wisdom as a teacher of greater truths than 
are to be found in the Bible, can do more 
th in to proclaim that the clods failing 
upon a coffin leave nothing further to be­ 
lieve or expect. 
AVe are born, we live, we 
disappear, he declares, and th at is all that 
can be said; “we mingle again with the 
dust, and the ‘knot intrinsecate’ forever falls 
apart.” 
In short, his logic leads to anni­ 
hilation, and those “gone before” are sim­ 
ply so much discarded matter. 
The infidels themselves do not like to 
acknowldege this empty and dreary con­ 
clusion. 
W hen they come to put their 
own dead away they are constrained to 
reach out for the comforts which religion 
supplies. 
They are not satisfied with the 
idea th at they are never again to see the 
loved ones whose departure is so hard to 
bear. 
Iu spite of their professed scorn 
for the Christian faith, they practically 
confess its value and render indirect hom 
age to its influence. They are unwilling to 
believe that in a case which comes directly 
home to them the penalty of annihilation 
must be exacted, and so they seek to mod­ 
ify their doctrine with acts of reverence 
and tenderness which plainly betray the 
thoughts which they refuse to speak. 
It 
tloes not seem to them either necessary or 
reasonable th at life should go out like a 
snuffed candle, with no chance of continu­ 
ance elsewhere. 
Try as they may, they 
cannot quite conquer the feeling that 
their philosophy, when put to a personal 
test, fails to answer a sound and consistent 
purpose. 
The theory of “the 
eternal 
m arch of causes and effects,” as Colonel 
Ingersoll calls it, does not appear so 
rational and adm irab'e when they are 
required to make sacrifice to it by giving 
up forever a child, a wife or a mother. 
It is all very well to say th at a noble 
life enriches the world, and th at to labor 
for others is at once both a duty and a re­ 
ward ; but th at is not sufficient. 
T he best 
of service does not reconcile either the 
judgm ent or the conscience to the idea of 
annihilation. 
On the contrary, the better 
the service the harder it is to overcome 
the belief th at the grave does not put a 
stop to the work, nor shut out the prospect 
of higher recompense than this world can 
give. 
The fatal weakness of infidelity lies 
in this refusal to provide a hereafter, either 
for the glorification of the good or the 
punishment of the transgressing. The rest 
to which it invites the heavy-laden implies 
only everlasting darkness, whereas, th at 
promised by C hristianity means a release 
from toil and sorrow, with a condition of 
active 
happiness 
succeeding. 
Colonel 
Ingersoll presents the philosophy of ulti­ 
mate nothingness in an attra-tive and au­ 
dacious sty le; but it does not furnish any 
nourishment. 
H is affluence of adjectives, 
his facility of alliteration, and his frequent 
touches of wit and poetry make his dis­ 
courses always readable; but they do not 
contribute anything to the popular wel­ 
fare. 
C hristianity is insulted, but not in ­ 
jured, by sueli assaults; and they are 
worth noting only because they serve by 
contrast to emphasize the superior excel­ 
lence of the faith against which they ar¿ 
directed.

COMPELLED TO SIGN. 


A T ria l Ju d g e M ust Settle S tatem en ts on 
A ppeal. 
The Suprem e Court settled a point yes­ 
terday m orning that has long been argued 
in this State w ithout ever before having 
been decided. 
The question was raised, 
“Can a Judge refuse to sign the bill of ex­ 
ceptions of an attorney for a client against 
whom judgm ent has been rendered in his 
C ourt?” The Suprem e Court decides that 
a Judge m ust sign the bill of exceptions. 
John Sampson, a notorious stage robber, 
was indicted by the Grand Jury of Placer 
county on October 1, 1887, for the robbery 
of the Michigan Bluff stage. 
He had been 
arrested in Sacramento county by Thomas 
C unningham , Sheriff of 
San Joaquin 
county. 
A great deal of interest was taken 
in Sampson's trial, as he was au ex-convict 
and had escaped fioni the Penitentiary. 
H e was tried bv a jury before Judge Myres, 
of Placer county, found guilty aud "sen­ 
tenced to San Q uentin for life in April, 
1S88. H s is now serving his sentence at 
San Quentin. 
After his conviction his attorney pre­ 
sented a bill of exceptions to the Court for 
signing and settlement. Judge Myres de­ 
cline to sign it, on the ground that" the bill 
was meager and partial and gave only a 
defec'ive skeleton of the testimony. 
The 
attorney then appealed to the Supreme 
Conrt for a writ of m andate to compel 
Judge Myres to show cause for his refusal 
to sign. The Judge answered, and the Su­ 
preme Court, in 77 Cal., 353, overruled the 
dem urrer to the answer. 
In January, 1889, 
the case was referred to Judge Van Fleet, 
of Sacramento, to determ ine the facts in 
regard to the bill of exceptions. 
His 
findings were filed on March 15, 1889, 
and now the Supreme Court issues a pre- 
emptory writ to Judge Myies to sign the 
bill of exceptions. This will then come to 
the Supreme Court again. 
“The respondent refused in the first in­ 
stance to settle the statem ent, not to sign 
it,” says the Court in its decision. 
“This, 
we think, he had no right to do. To so 
hold would place it in the power of 
the trial Judge to deprive a litigant of his 
right of appeal by simply refusing to per­ 
form a plain duty.”

JUDGE BUCKLEY DECIDES HE HAS NO 


JURISDICTION 


O ver th e P o sto fliee P it, and D isch a rg es 


B ra g g an d 
M arsh, th e 


G am b lers. 


T h e Police 
C ourt-room was 
literally 
packed yesterday m orning w ith spectators 
w ho felt an interest in th e gam bling squab­ 
ble w hich is now agitating th e m inds of 
th e police and gam blers, as w ell as other 
citizens, no t alone in th is city, but all over 
th e State. 
A t San Francisco th e nim ble­ 
fingered fraternity are said to be walchiDg 
th e question w hich has arisen here w ith as 
m uch interest as those w ho are on th e 
scene. 
A ll in th e C ourt-room seem ed to 
be extrem ely interested one way or the 
other. 
E ven th e half-dozen of old sinners 
in th e dock were aroused and tried their 
best to get w ith in hearing of the w itnesses 
and officials. 
T he defense was represented by Grove 
L Jo hnson, C harles T. Jones and W ilbur 
F . George, w hile City A ttorney Church, 
H on. George E. B lanchard and Chauncev 
H . D unn conducted th e prosecution. 
T he com plaint against J . W . M arsh was 
th at of gam ing, w hile th e charge against 
T hom as Bragg was th at of p lay in g and 
betting against a prohibited gam e. 
M r. Johnson, after glancing at th e com ­ 
plaints, stated that, so far as th e defense 
w as concerned, they were w illing th at both 
cases be considered together, as the sam e 
state of facts applied to each. 
City A ttorney C hurch w anted each case 
taken np separately, and as one was an ex­ 
am ination case and th e other a trial, the 
C ourt ordered th a t each be considered on 
its ow n m erits. 
T he M arsh exam ination case waB then 
taken up, aud Mr. Johnson m oved to dis­ 
m iss th e proceeding, discharge the defend­ 
a n t and release his bondsm en, on the 
ground th a t th e prisoner was arrested on 
U nited States property by a policem en of 
Sacram ento, w ithout any w arrant given 
h im by any officer of th is State, or the 
U nited States, and w ithout an y com plaint 
being issued by an y Court of said State or 
U nited States, etc. 
In support of th e m otion th e defense 
offered to prove all th e facts contained in 
th e m otion, and also to show th at the prop­ 
erty was purchased by th e U nited States 
G overnm ent. 
T he m otion was m ade at 
this tim e to save an y rights the defense 
m ight then have. 
City A ttorney C hurch said h e th ought 
th at as long as th e m atter of jurisdiction 
was going to be brought up, the question 
ought to be settled. 
If the arrest was pro­ 
nounced to be legal by th e Court, then they 
could go ahead w ith the exam ination. 
M r. Jo hnson said he w anted to hear th e 
facts in th e case before th e question o f j u ­ 
risdiction was settled, and held th at tnis 
very thing was done in the celebrated 
Terrv-N agle case. 
Judge B uckley thought th e facts ought to 
be brought out, and so ordered. 
Officer Coffey th en took th e stan d and 
related th e facts about th e arrest, as pub­ 
lished in th e R ecord-U n io n , and also de­ 
scribed th e m anner in w hich th e gam e was 
ru n . 
On cross-exam ination th e w itness 
answ ered th at he did not at present, or at 
th e tim e of the arrest, hold any official po­ 
sition, other th a n th at of a policem an of 
Sacram ento. H e had no w arrant w ith him , 
an d no com plaint had been filed against 
th e m en arrested. 
H e th o u g h t he h ad a 
rig h t to arrest them w ithout an y such pa­ 
pers. 
Officers F arrell and Stafford w ere called, 
but they could tell sim ply w hat officer 
Coffey testified to, and th e defense offered 
to adm it th at they w ould so testify. 
T ne 
gam ing outfit was th en introduced’ in evi- 
dance. 
T he defense then adm itted th at th e gam e 
was a banking game, and th e prosecution 
rested. 
Mr. Jo hnson th en renew ed his m otion 
previously m ade, and called the C ourt's a t­ 
tention to th e fact th at it is incum bent 
upon th e prosecution to show jurisdiction. 
H e was w illing, how ever, to allow th e ru l­ 
ing to be reserved u n til the facts in the case 
had come out. 
R . T. Cohn, D eputy C ounty A uditor and 
Recorder, was then called. 
H e had the 122d 
Book ot Deeds and Records of Sacram ento 
C ounty, to show th at the land on w hich 
th e gam e had been operated was deeded by 
P atrick M ontague, B ishop o f th e Diocese 
of Sacram ento, to th e U nited States of 
A m erica. 
T he book was offered in evi­ 
dence by the defense, b ut an objection was 
raised by th e City A ttorney, and the ques­ 
tion was argued by M r. B lanchard for the 
prosecution, w ho claim ed th at it was ir­ 
relevant and im m aterial. 
It w ould not 
oust th e question of jurisdiction. 
T he objection was afterw ards w ithdraw n, 
and the deed was then read. 
T he defense asked if th e City A ttorney 
w ould adm it, on the part o f th e prosecution, 
th at th e property in question was in the 
hands of U nited States officers, but upon a 
refusal being m ade, a continuance till 1:30 
o'clock in the afternoon was asked for by 
the counsel for th e defense, in order to 
bring either Postm aster Stephens or D eputy 
Leake in to Court to settle th e question. 
A recess was then ordered until 1:30 p. m . 
A t the af.ernoon session W . S. Leake, 
A ssistant Postm aster, was exam ined re- 
carding w hat had been done w ith th e new 
Postoffice site since its purchase by th e 
G overnm ent. 
H is exam ination was a very 
tedious one, ow ing to th e m any technical 
objections in te rp o se d .. 
T he argum ents then com m enced. 
It 
was agreed th at th e attorneys on either 
side should alternate, th e prosecution re­ 
serving th e right, how ever, to speak last. 
City A ttorney C hurch opeucd for the 
people, by stating th at th e w hole question 
was sim ply as to w hether or no t th is Court 
had jurisdiction in the m atter of an offense 
com m itted on th e G overnm ent lot. before 
m entioned. 
H e thought th at it did. for 
several reasons, viz : th a t it had not been 
show n by the defense th at th e G overnm ent 
really ow ns th e lot. and that, even if th at 
were the case, the defendants were am en a­ 
ble to th e laws of th isS 'a te . by reason of the 
powers given in th e Political Code, w hich 
controls and regulates th e cession of land 
to th e G overnm ent. 
H e asked th at the 
defendants either be held to answ er before 
the State or Federal au th o rities—w hich­ 
ever was proper. 
Grove L Johnson, for th e defense, at­ 
tacked th at section of th e Political Code 
cited by Mr. C hnrch, by which th e latter 
claim ed the State reserved th e right to 
m ake arrests on land w hich it had ceded to 
th e G overnm ent. 
Mr. Johnson read the 
section slow ly, and called attention to the 
fact th at it said : "T h e Legislature consents 
to the purchase of land by th e G overnm ent 
• * 
* 
upon the express condition th at 
such crim inal process as m ay issue under 
th e authority o f th e State, sgainst any per­ 
son charged w ith crim e m ay ba served and 
executed therein in the sam e m ode and m an ­ 
ner and by th e sam e officers, as if th e p u r­ 
chase * 
• * had not been m ade.” T his, 
be said, was fatal to th e stand taken by the 
prosecution. 
It was all right to serte pro­ 
cess there for crim e com m itted elsew here, 
but it was not law ful to m ake arrests w ith­ 
out such proces or w hen the crim e was 
com m itted on th e G overnm ent land. 
T he 
attorney cited a num ber of authorities in 
support of bis position, and then branched 
off on another line of defense. 
H e cited 
decisions and authorities by th e dozen 
w hich he claim ed covered his points. P a r­ 
ticular am ong these was a M assachusetts 
case, w herein it was decided by tb e U nited 
Slates Suprem e Court th at children who 
resided on a certain G overnm ent tract 
w ithin th at State could not receive the 
benetitsof the M assachusetts public schools. 
A nother case, from Ohio, was to th e effect 
th at persons residing on a certain piece of 
G overnm ent land could not vote at a m u n i­ 
cipal election. 
Ex-Judge B lanchard then spoke for a 
w hile on the other side of th e question. H e 
cited th e decision ol U nited States C ircuit 
Judge Lorenzo Saw yer, in one of th e side 
issues of the fam ous Sharon case, w herein 
the Court said "th a t laud w hich was in use 
by the G overnm ent was under its exclusive 
jurisdiction.” 
T his counsel claim ed was 
not the case w ith the present issue, because 
the Seventh and K lot wr.s not in actual 
use. 
M r. B lanchard spoke tor som e tim e, 
b u t 
adhered principaily to 
th is point 
throughout. 
W ilbur F . George and C harles T Jones 
followed in lengthy and technical argu­ 
m ents for the detense, and attorney D unn 
c o sed for the prosecution. 
It was considerably after stipppr tim e 
w hen Judge Buckley rendered his decision 
in the m atter, discharging th e prisoners. 
H is grounds were th at he bad no ju risd ic­ 
tion. 
Follow ing is th e full text of the de­ 
cision : 
D efendant is charged w ith having conducted 
a banking gam e on lot No. S. in the btoek 
bounded by J anil K slice Is aud Seventh aud 
: E ighth streets, in the City of Sacram ento, 
i 
The prcof shows the accusation to be true, but 
' the defendant contends th at ihe territory i« the 


property of the N ational Governm ent, and that 
the offense com m itted thereon is triable only by 
the United States Courts. 
' 
The United States Constitution provides and 
the Suprem e Court has decided that the exclu­ 
sive juried ictioa to try crim inal offe-ses com ­ 
m itted upon the territory of the United States is 
vetted ia the Federal Courts. 
The property in 
question is the property of the U nited States of 
Am erica, and any person com m itting a crim inal 
offense thereon can only be tried by the United 
States Courts. The rem edy is quite as adequate 
as th at afforded by tho State Courts, since a 
Federal statute provides th at any violation of a 
State penal law com m itted upon United States 
property w ithin a sta.e m ay be punished bv the 
U nited States Courts. 
Concluding th at the right to exam ine the of­ 
fense in question is exclusively vested in the 
United States tribunals, the defendant is dis­ 
charged for w ant of jurisdiction. 


TH E G AM ES START U P . 
T he scene in and about th e pool-selling 
headquarters on the G overnm ent property 
at Seventh and K streets last night was a 
lively one. 
T h e tent w here the pools were 
being sold was literally jam m ed w ith m en, 
aDd betting w ent on at a rattlin g rate.

New Y obk, September 11th.—The storm 
which raged at New York all day, continued 
last night. 
The waves at the Battery 
swept over the seawall into the streets. 
Never in the memory of the oldest inhabi­ 
tants hsd the tide run so high, and it crept 
last night up to the level of the streets. The 
East and North rivers are almost deserted, 
and none of the sm aller craft seem inclined 
to venture out. The high tide has created 
sad havoc in cellars aloDg both river fronts, 
and as much as nine feet of water was re­ 
ported in some of them before the tide 
fell. 
The TYibune in its story of the storm at 
Coney Island, say s: Those 
who built 
bouses upon the sands of Coney Island 
m ourn to-day the loss of property worth 
about $250,00'). 
H undreds of gingerbread 
pavilions of West Brighton have been de­ 
stroyed, and the beautiful surroundings of 
the big hotels at Brighton and Manhattan 
beaches have been made a scene of desola­ 
tion. The highways connecting the whole 
series of resorts from Norton's point to the 
Oriental Hotel are littered with wreckage of 
every description to the depth of several 
feet. The roads themselves are made irn-’ 
passable by a varied assortm ent of obstruc­ 
tions, ranging from a six-foot washout to 
the wreck of a whaleboat' The beacli for 
two miles is almost hidden by the remains 
of high-gabled structures, and its outline is 
so obliterated that even an old topographi­ 
cal friend would not recognize its features. 
The Brighton Beach race track might 
now be leased to advantage to the New 
Y ork Y acht ltaciug Association, as it holds 
plenty of water for the draft of a tliirty-foot 
cutter. In spite of the invasion of the 
sea no life has been lost, though many 
were in peril. The first attack of the ab­ 
norm al surf was made yesterday morning 
at high tide, though since Sunday the 
flood tide has come higher and pushed 
itself over the Concourse, and pouring in ­ 
land formed an inlet into the Brighton 
Beach race-track. In a stream twenty feet 
in width the water swept into the inclos­ 
ure, transforming the whole course into a 
lake. 
The trainers and stablemen had 
been unprepared, and the attack came so 
suddenly that the buildings were crum ­ 
bling almost before the scores of horses 
could be taken to places of safety. As it 
was, most of the anim als were simply cut 
loose, and those last liberated had to swim 
out of the newly created pond as host they 
could. 
HL6KWUEBE. 
At Philadelphia the severe wind pros­ 
trated tirt-alarm , police, telegraph and tel­ 
ephone wires all over the city, and tele­ 
graph lines throughout the State are re­ 
ported to be >n very bad shape. The storm 
has continued since Sunday. The damage 
to railroad lines at coast resorts is great. 
A t Lewes, Del., the wind was unabated. 
The tide was the highest since 1807. Tele­ 
graphic communication with the break­ 
water is destroyed. 
Both wooden piers 
have been destroyed. Eleven schooners 
are ashore. 
At Cape May the waves broke over the 
veranda flooring of the Mineral Springs 
H otel, at Madison avenue, and swept di­ 
rectly into the house. 
The meadow east 
of the city is a sea. For miles up the coun­ 
try back of Beach City nearly all is under 
water, and m any of the cottagers in the 
lower part of town had to abandon the 
first floor and take to the second. The 
only mode of travel from Cape May City 
to the point is by carriages or wagons 
through two feet or so of water. Every 
yacht in the sounds at different sailing 
points is ashore and several have been 
damaged. 
From Bay Head to Barnegat City the 
damage both by wind and wave has been 
unprecedented in the history of the coast. 
Between Seaside Park and Berkeley the 
railroad has beeu washed away, so that no 
trains 
can 
be 
run. 
Beach Haven, 
Barnegat, Long Beach City, Harvey Cedars 
and other points on Long Beach are in­ 
undated and the railroad is washed away 
in m any places. 


MOKE DAMAGES. 
Somer* P oint (N. J.), September 11th.— 
Communication has just been established 
between Atlantic City and the m ainland by 
vessels. The storm is still raging there. Á 
disastrous tire is raging. One of the largest 
hotels and several cottages were destroyed 
by the sea this morning. 
The Continental Hotel at Sea Isle City is 
underm ined and destroyed. 
It is reported that Sea Isle City has been 
wiped out. 
Loug Port, south of A tlantic City, is en­ 
tirely cut off from comm unication with 
the shore. 


DESOLATION AT SALISBURY. 
Salisbury (Md.), September 11th.—Re­ 
ports of a startling character are coming in 
of the storm at Ocean City, Md , though the 
telegraph office there is unoccupied. Large 
columns supporting the porches of hotels 
and cottages are swept away, doors and 
windows are broken down and furniture 
floating about ou the beach. Seas last night 
were breaking to the second story of the 
A tlantic Hotel and Congress Hall, and 
huge waves were running through the hotel 
six feet deep. The furniture is floating in 
the rooms. There is not a vestige of a 
bath-house on the beach. The life-saving 
station was damaged and the crew were 
preparing to deaert it last night. A special 
tram was sent over last night to rescue the 
dwellers on the beach. The work was ac­ 
complished by a largenuaiberof stout men 
joining hands and wading through the 
water waist deep. They brought ladies to 
the cars one by one, seated on th ir joined 
hands. In this way all were saved. 
It was 
a perilous undertaking, and several times 
the rescuers were knocked down. 
Mr. 
Stokes, one of the rescuing party, was 
washed out to sea, but an incoming wave 
threw him back towards the beach, and he 
was saved. 


ATLANTIC c i t y ’s CONDITION. 
_ P hiladelphia, September 11th.—Super­ 
intendent Dayton of the West Jersey and 
Camden and A tlantic Railroad was seen 
to-night by an Associated Press representa­ 
tive. and was able to give a favorable report 
as to the condition of affairs in Atlantic 
City. 
W hen the tide receded this afternoon 
a gang of men made their way from Pieas- 
antville almost into A tlantic City over the 
Camden and Atlantic Railroad. Telegraphic 
communication was at the same time estab­ 
lished to within a short distance of Bonnd 
City, and the reports received show that 
place to be in better shape than had been 
anticipated. W ild rum ors had gained cir- 
culatiou here to the effect that a conflagra 
tion was raging there. 
Dayton is informed 
that half a dozen shanties on the beach at 
the extreme southern end of the island 
were all that burned. The damage cannot 
be very great. 
Communication was also had indirectly 
this afternoon with Sea island City. 
Post­ 
m aster Chester of that place made his way 
to the main land, and reported things in a 
very bad shape there. The seawall, which 
was built to protect the place from the sea. 
has been destroyed, and about fifteen houses 
have been washed away, including the 
Newiand House. Star House, and Shakes­ 
peare Hotel. 
The 
Continental 
Hotel, 
which is the largest and most im portant 
hotel there, is all right. The Excursion 
House and Surf House are said to be in 
danger of destruciion to-night. Townsend 
bridge, a very itu(>ortant structure, and one 
hard to replace, is washed away. 


p il o t s c a r r ie d o r r . 


N e w 
Y o r k , September 
11th.—Report 
from the Quarantine office says that a num ­ 
ber of steamers proceeded to sea to-day, in­ 
cluding two Bremen steamers and a Ciinard 
line steamer. The pilots on board these 
vessels will undoubtedly be carried off, as 
no pilot boats are in sight to land them . 
A nother report says the storms continue, 
with the wind fr e s h iD g from east-north­ 
east. and a high sea is running. 
Great 
damage is being done to property along 
the Staten Island shore. Several steamers 
and pilot boats arc anchored in Graves­ 
end Bay, outward bound. 
In all, nine 
pilots were carried away to-day on steam ­ 
ers. They could not meet any pilot boat 
to take them off on account of the storm. 
VESSKL8 ASHORE. 
L kwes (Del.), September 11th.—A ship 
is ashore on the point of the Cape. H er 
m ast is eul away. She is supposed to be 
the W m. R. Grace from Havre for Phila­ 


delphia. It is impossible for a boat to 
reach her. Other vessels known to be 
ashore are the bark Salvatore, brig Richard 
T. Green, schoonera Addie B. Bacon, S. A. 
Rudolph, Minna A. Reed, E. R. Dyer, J. 
D. Robinson, Major W m. H . Tantum , 
Charles P. Stickney, H enry M. Clark, 
Alena Covert, J. F. Becker, Byron M. No- 
rena, Gertrude Summers, Maud 8eward, 
A & E. Hooper, the barge Tim our and the 
pilot boat Bayard. The schooner J. & 
L Byran sunk up the bay last night 
The 
mate and one seaman are the only surviv­ 
ors so far as is known. The storm in­ 
creased in velocity toward noon. 


DAMAGE AT LONÜ BRANCH. 
L ong B ranch (N. J.), September 11th — 
This is the most severe and damagiug 
storm which has visited the New Jersey 
sea coast in the last fifty years. The surf 
ran so high that it washed off the outer 
end of the great ocean pier, and tossed its 
foam and spray 200 feet inland. The bluff 
has again b<en damaged and it will cost 
fully $170,000 to repair it. All aloug the 
ocean front the surf has underm ined the 
bluff, and big chunks of dirt are falling 
down and being swallowed up by the boil­ 
ing water. The surf has twisted several of 
the iron piles of the ocean pjer out of 
shape and torn off the railing at the sea 
end. Many of the hotel bathing-houses 
have been demolished and the beach pa­ 
vilions and cottages have been underm ined 
and swept away. The ice houses of the 
Eberon Hotel were blown down. Many of 
the cottagers will have to build new bulk­ 
heads. Trees were blown down in all parts 
of the town and shrubbery on lawns of 
cottages was torn up by the roots. The 
entire 
lot 
of 
new bathing-houses 
ot 
Jam es H . Woolsey, were lorn out and 
knocked into splinters in the surf. 


AT HIGHLAND BEACH. 
H ig h l a n d B e a c h (N .J.), September 11th. 
—The damage here can hardiv yet be esti­ 
mated. 
Nearly all of the buildings owned 
by the H ighland Beach Association are 
badly injured. The track of the Central 
Railroad has been torn up and the rails 
twisted out of shape. Big stones placed 
here last spriDg as a protection for the 
track, were merely playings for the strong 
surf, which tossed them about like so 
m any chunks of wood. Between here and 
Sandy Hook some two miles of railroad 
track have been carried away. To-night 
the sea is threatening to cut still another 
inlet into the Shrewsbury river. 


SEABRIGHT IN RUIHS. 
S e a r r i g h t (N . J.), September 11th.— Last 
night was a night of terror here. The cot­ 
tagers were badly frightened by the terrible 
surf and the furious wind. The surf thun­ 
dered away on the east side and on the 
west. The water in Shrewsbury river rap­ 
idly overflowed into the streets, flooding 
the houses. 
The ssa cut a new inlet through into the 
Shrewsbury river, north of Seabright, near 
where there was an inlet one hundred 
years ago, and tenrirg away the Sandy 
Hook tracks of the t tu tral Railroad, anil 
again m aking Sandy Ilook an island. 
Two cottages at Lownoor were under­ 
mined by the surf. They toppled down to 
the sea and were torn to pieces. Two 
other cottages are badly underm ined, and 
will probably go over the little bluff. 
Several others are in dangerous situations. 
The sea ran over into the river below the 
south end of the Octagon House and 
toppled over a cottage belonging to Squire 
Howland. 
The brick walls of the new M. E. Church 
are a mass of ruins, and the beach is strewn 
with debris of all kinds. 
Several bodies have been seen floating in 
the surf, but no one could recover them . 
All the cottagers north of here have 
vacated tbeir homes, and are at the hotels 
here and at Red Bank and Long Branch. 
This town is cut off from all railroad 
travel. 


RAGING WORSE THAN EVER. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , September 11th.—The fol­ 
lowing dispatch, dated A tlantic City, N. J., 
September 10th, via Absecon, N .J.,h a s just 
beeu received here: At 11 o’clock the island 
is nearly inundated. The severest storm in 
twenty-five years is raging. The loss here 
will be great. At intervals in the last hour 
the velocity of the wind has been at the 
rate of sixty-one to sixty-two miles an 
hour. 
The wind still blows from the 
north-northeast, with little prospect of 
changing. 
The chief damage has been along the 
beach from the inlet to Longport. Seas 
are beating twenty feet high above the in­ 
let pavilions, and water surrounds the cot­ 
tages 
on 
A tlantic 
avenue. 
Plum b’s, 
Sm iths’ and Rogers’ hotels are in im m i­ 
nent danger of destruction. 
There are very few sections of board­ 
walk standing down north of Carolina 
avenue. 
The Seaside Bath-house went 
down before a mountainous wave. Jack­ 
son's bath-houses ate nearly all gone. Dr. 
West’s drug store, Smith ,L Brady’s baths 
and other pavilions are all in ruins. 
Bew's bathing parlors and sum m er bath­ 
houses are almost a total wreck. The 
W indsor Hotel withstood the m orning tide, 
although the foundations suffered greatly. 
Many of the guests of this house have 
sought other quarters. The Hotel Brighton 
has sustained no loss, although the lawn 
is covered with water. 
A short distance below the Howard 
pier a wt m an holding a child in her arms 
was lifted un by the wind and tPrown into 
the water. 
W alter Field jum ped into the 
water and rescued the o u p le . 
Two large boarding-houses, the Glad­ 
stone and the Cincinnati, each containing 
twenty rooms, were raised from their foun­ 
dations and crushed like kindling wood. 
The destruction at Longport is great, but 
to what extent is unknown now. No 
trains for Philadelphia went out on either 
road since 6:55. 
All day the residents of the city have 
been rowing out to unfortunate tenants of 
houses located beyond Baltic avenue and 
the main thoroughfare. Tney had to be 
taken from the second-story windows. 
These people are principally colored and 
poor. 
Several houses have been thrown 
from their foundations and are unsafe to 
live in. 
Shortly after nine o'clock the tin 
roof of the United States Fire Company 
blew off. 
A portion of it struck the feed 
wire o f,the electric road and threw it on to 
the fire alarm wires, causing an electric fire 
for several blccks. 


HORROR UPON HORROR. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , September 11th —A dis­ 
patch from Laurel (I)el.), says the storm is 
the most furious ever known. At least two 
score of vessels have been beached. The 
beach from Reboboth to Lewes is strewn 
with wrecks. 
It is thought that at least 
fifty lives have been lost. 
Men were seen 
clinging to the rigging of fast sinking ves­ 
sels frantically yelling for help. The life 
saving crew were powerless to render assist­ 
ance, owing to the fury of the gale. 
It was a terrible sight to witness, but no 
hum an power could save them . Their 
bodies were washed ashore this morning 
and were buried in the sand along the 
beach. 
The loss to vessel property at Break­ 
water will reach, it is thought, $5,000,000. 
h e l p l e s s at sea. 
L ewes (Del.), September lltb .—The Cap­ 
tain of the tug Argus, coming down the 
bay this morning, said there were eight 
men in the rigging of a schooner near the 
Fourteen-Foot Bank in a very dangerous 
position. 
The Captain being unable to 
reach the vessel, came to Breakwater and 
endeavored to get a life-saving crew to 
go 
to 
their 
rescue, 
and 
offered 
to tow their boat up, but the crew were 
nearly exhausted by the many hours of 
continuous working, and the Captain of the 
station did not feel justified in leaving his 
post. The Argus, therefore, returned alone 
to the scene of the wreck. 
Nothing is 
known as to the success of the daugerous 
undertaking. 
It is reported to-night that other schoon­ 
ers have gone down. and if it Droves true 
it will swell the num ber of deaths. 
Two survivors of 
the wreck of the 
schooner J. and L. Bryan bad an experi­ 
ence probably as thrilling as ever occurred 
in Delaware bay. 
The men were tossed 
about upon the angry waters all night on a 
hatch and drifted ashore this morning, 
seventeen miles from the scene of the 
wreck. They suffered terribly. 


SW ELLING TH E LIST. 
K ey P ort (N. J.), September 11th.—The 
steamer City of Long Branch and a num ­ 
ber of other vessels have been driven 
ashore here, and will prove wrecks. 


MORE AT WILMINGTON. 


W il m in g t o n (D el), September Ilth .— 
Thirty vessels have gone down in the terri­ 
ble gale and twenty more are on the beach 
at Deleware Breakwater. 


BOSTON BUFFERS TOO. 


B o s t o n , September 11th.—The schooner 
H arriet Samanthe. from Bangor, is wrecked 
near the Eastern Point lighthouse. It is 
expected that many wrecks will be reported 
ou the New Eugland coast. 


TH E STORM REACHES TEXAS. 
D allas (Tex ), September 11th.—Dis­ 
patches to-night to the Newt from all sec­ 
tions of North and Northwestern Texas in­ 
dicate a general damage to crops and 
property and a delay ot traffic lroru the 
fiooids occasioned by the rains which have 
fallen incessantly in the territory during 
the past week. There is scarcely a rail­ 
road that is not obstructed by" bridges 


ing washed away, and some points h av e 
been cut off from outer comm unication for 
forty-eight hours.
